MAESTEG MAN 
IS JAILED FOR 
A ‘SUSTAINED 
ATTACK’ ON 
LOCAL WOMAN 


A woman believed a man 
was going to kill her when 
he carried out a sustained 
attack at her home in 
Bridgend, Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

The victim repeatedly begged 
Neil Owens to stop. 

He shouted: “I may as well 
finish you off, I’m going to get 
five years, anyway.” 

Owens (39) of Commercial 
Street, Maesteg, was jailed for two 
years, after pleading guilty to 
causing the woman actual bodily 
harm. 

He denied a charge of sexual 
assault and it was directed that it 
he on the file. 

Judge Michael Fitton told him: 
“Your record indicates you are a 
violent man who has difficulty in 
controlling yourself, particularly 
with women.” 

He warned him that if he re¬ 
offended, he would be assessed as

dangerous and would receive an 
extended sentence. 

The judge said that Owens had 
targeted a vulnerable woman in 
her own bedroom. 

He said she had suffered 
injuries, as well as psychological 
harm. 

Prosecutor Rebecca Griffiths 
said they met in a pub in Bridgend 
and they went back to her home. 

At one point, as she lay on her 
bed, he began “screaming, 
shouting and ranting.” 

He lunged at her and grabbed 
and squeezed her neck, before 
biting her left cheek. He again 
grabbed her by the throat. He also 
ripped her pyjamas. 

At that point, she said, the 
victim believed she could be 
killed. 

She ran downstairs and shouted 
for help. 


As Owens approached her, she 
said: “If you’re going to kill me, 
kill me.” 

Soon afterwards, she sought 
refuge in a neighbour’s flat. 

Police later found Owens 
hiding in the bedroom. He said: “I 
have hurt her. I didn’t want to. 
You don’t know what I’ve been 
through, I can’t help it.” 

The court heard that Owens had 
convictions for harassment and 
domestic violence. 

His counsel, John Hipkin, said: 
“For 35 years, he led a blame-free 
existence. He has expressed to me 
sincere remorse for the attack.” 

The judge made a restraining 
order for an indefinite period 
preventing Owens from having 
any contact with his victim. 

He was also banned from going 
within 100 metres of her home.

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Recycling 
plant plan 
at South 
Cornelly is 
‘withdrawn’ 


A regional Welsh 
Conservative, AM 
Suzy Davies, has 
welcomed news that 
South Wales Wood 
Recycling (SWWR) 
has withdrawn its 
planning 
application to open 
a new centre in 
South Cornelly. 

Ms Davies said: “It is 
unclear at the moment 
whether SWWR will 
subsequently re-apply, 
but I am sure that the 
campaigners in Cornelly 
and Porthcawl will carry 
on drawing up their case 
against these plans. I had 
already objected to this 
proposal on the grounds 
of dust, noise and other 
health threats.” 


She made her 
comments shortly after a 
fire broke out at the 
company’s facility in 
Coity, Bridgend, in the 
early hours of Monday, 
September 18. Hundreds 
of tonnes of woodchip 
were destroyed in the 
blaze 

“But the possibility of 
a fire breaking out in 
these woodchip piles has 
been brought sharply into 
focus by the fire that has 
taken place this week at 
their depot near 
Heolycyw. 

“This is the third fire 
that this firm has suffered 
over the past year at their 
various sites, so the fears 
of Cornelly residents on 
this score would appear 
to be justified.”

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Work begins on ‘The 
Rest’ refurbishment 


WORK is starting 
on the conversion 
of ‘The Rest’ 
convalescent home 
in Porthcawl - but 
the developers 
have warned that 
the initial work 
will focus on 
making the roof 
watertight, and 
that the main 
conversion work 
will not start until 
the summer of 
2017. 

Following the closure 
of the home in 2013, the 
owners obtained 
planning permission to 
convert the Grade II 
listed building into 34 
apartments with a 
further 34 new build 
apartments with golf 
course views built in the 
grounds behind. 

In August, 

regeneration experts, 
Acorn Property Group, 
who have played a key 
role in development of 
coastal sites in Devon & 
Cornwall, entered into a 
joint venture agreement 
with the owners to 
restore and develop the 
buildings. 

An Acorn 
spokeswoman said: 
“Despite the historic 
nature and excellent 
location of The Rest, no 
traditional housebuilder 
was prepared to take the 
risks needed to invest in 
this project. 

“The challenges

associated with the 
conversion of a listed 
building and the vision 
required for such a 
special location meant 
that the site needed a 
unique set of 
regeneration skills. 

“Furthermore, the 
already dilapidated 
building has been empty 
and has rapidly fallen 
into serious disrepair.” 

The managing 
director of Acorn in the 
Cardiff office, James 
Groombridge, 
continued: 

“We are really 
excited to be involved 
in such an important 
project and are looking 
forward to using the 
group’s skills and 
experience to bring this 
magnificent building 
back to its former 
glory”. 

He added, “Every 
time we visited the site 
local residents havebeen 


enquiring as to when 
work will start. It is 
evident that The Rest is 
much loved and they 
want to see it brought 
back to life”. 

Working with 
Bridgend’s planning and 
conservation officers, 
Acorn Property Group 
are now beginning the 
redevelopment. 

The first priority will 
be the roof repairs to 
make the building 
watertight and stop 
further damage to the 
fabric of the building. 

This will be followed 
by demolishing the 
modern extensions, 
timber and damp repairs 
and removing the 
asbestos. 

After this, Acorn will 
begin the delicate 
business of restoration 
and conversion. 

Julian Hampson, 
group design director at 
Acorn said: “We are 


incredibly excited about 
the potential of these 
buildings and making 
the most of the 
opportunity that this site 
has to offer. 

“The local Acorn 
team and their various 
construction and design 
professionals have 
already spent several 
months working in and 
exploring these grand 
buildings. 

“We have discovered 
many lovely features 
previously hidden over 
the years and are 
looking at ways that 
previously inaccessible 
parts of the buildings 
can be bought back into 
use, creating rooms and 
spaces full of historic 
character.” 

Over the next six 
months, Acorn will be 
investing over £600,000 
on repair and design 
work and hope to start 
the main conversion

Holdings have started 
transforming Jennings 
Building and Customs 
House after Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) granted them a 
long-term lease on the 
property. 

The timescale for the 
project is eight-months. 

When completed, the 
ground floor will offer 
several new commercial 
units, including a 5,000 
sq ft theatre-style 
kitchen restaurant and 
bar - complete with a 
full-height atrium, and 
the upper level will 
feature 13 ‘live-work’ 
units complete with loft 
bedrooms that will 
enable occupants to live 
and work on site. 

A BCBC spokesman 
said: “All 13 of the live- 
work units have already 
been taken up, and the 
businesses that will 
occupy the restaurant 
and other commercial 
units will be announced 
as soon as negotiations 
are complete. 

“More than 30 jobs 
will be created during 
the construction phase of 
the project, and when 
complete, a further 50 
positions will be 
established throughout 
the revamped premises.” 

ABA Holdings are 
investing £2.5m in the

project with support 
from Finance Wales and 
townscape heritage 
funding provided via 
BCBC from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and Cadw. 

Coun Charles Smith, 
cabinet member for 
regeneration and 
economic development, 
said: 

“This exciting and 
highly ambitious project 
forms an important part 
of our ongoing 
regeneration plans for 
Porthcawl. 

“ABA Holdings have 
demonstrated a strong 
track record when it 
comes to redeveloping 
listed and historic 
buildings, especially 
with their work on the 
Grade II Pump House in 
Barry or the 
redevelopment at St 
Fagans’ National History 
Museum. 


“I have every 
confidence that the new- 
look Jennings Building 
and Customs House is 
going to be a first-class 
facility within 
Porthcawl’s harbour 
quarter, and will serve as 
a major focal point for 
visitors and tourists as 
well as residents of 
Porthcawl.” 

Built in 1832, the 
Jennings Building is 
widely considered to be 
one of the few remaining 
early dockside 
warehouse buildings 
from its era in south 
Wales. 

It was originally 
constructed as the 
southern terminus of the 
Dyffryn Llynfi Porthcawl 
horse-drawn tram road, 
which was used to 
transport iron and coal 
from the Llynfi Valley.

Rail enthusiast’s 
videos pass the 
one million mark 
on You Tube 


RAILWAY 
enthusiast Mike 
Wilcock, who lives 
in Llanblethian, 
has passed an 
astonishing mark 
on You Tube - 
achieving over one 
million hits for his 
uploaded films. 

In fact his number 
one video has notched 
up 176,523 views alone 
from people around the 
globe (see link at the 
end of the article). 

Mike’s You Tube 
channel can be found by 
putting in 

‘TheMichaelWilcock’. 
His son Nicholas was 
instrumental in the 
venture, showing Mike 
how to process films 
with the popular video 
platform. 

He explained: “I 
started the channel five 
years ago, and at the 
time I’d be getting 
around 200 to 300 hits a 
month. Now I’m getting 
around 10,000 to 15,000 
a month!” 

Mike, a former 
manager with C&A, 
started making films in 
1986, and has a bank of 
800 hours of railway 
films yet to upload. 

He currently has 445 
videos on You Tube, 
and uploads two or 
three new clips every 
week. 

Before his You Tube 
days, he helped to make

railway DVDs for a 
company called 
‘Locomaster Profiles’. 

Around 80 per cent 
of his You Tube videos 
are filmed in south 
Wales, and the other 20 
per cent are special 
events, like seeing the 
Flying Scotsman 
unveiled in York, and 
Mike getting the chance 
to drive a steam engine, 
The Tornado, on the 
West Somerset Railway. 

The videos last 
sometimes for three or 
four minutes, at other 
times 14 or 15 minutes, 
and draw lots of 
appreciative comments. 

Mike has developed 
excellent relationships 
with locomotive and 


INSTALL 
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railway companies 
which means he has 
been given ‘special 
access’. 

Over a period of 18 
years Mike has 
witnessed the 
importation of 450 
freight locomotives 
from Canada at 
Newport docks. 

“I send the film to 
You Tube in Los 
Angeles and they then 
upload it and 
subscribers and 
enthusiasts are sent an 
email to let them know.” 

There are lots of 
railway enthusiasts in 
the UK, but Mike was 
taken aback by another 
source of viewers. 

“I was surprised by 
the response from India 
and Bangladesh - there 
are lots of enthusiasts 
there.” 

He emphasised that 
the old days of 
trainspotters in anoraks 
with notebooks is over 
and that ‘railway 
enthusiasts’ have 
modernised their love of 
locomotives, steam 
engines and railways 
with high definition 
films taken with top 
quality video cameras 
and mobile phones. 

The films are tightly 
edited and there are 
often explanatory titles 
on screen. 

His latest clip was 
taken at Tamworth Rail 
Depot when the 
chairman of GBRf 
unveiled the class 66 
locomotive ‘Maritime 
One’. 

iyoutu .be/sWSovqd99- 
A). Within a week, a 
total of 786 people have 
watched part one and 
two of the event on You 
Tube. 

His first brush with 
fame was when he took 
a railway trip that ended 
up in the Guinness 
Book of Records. 

“On October 3 and 4 
in 1984,1 covered 1,387 
miles on the railway 
network in 23 hours, 50 
minutes. At the time I 
worked for C&A and 
we raised over £50,000 
for the NSPCC.”

Men burgled home of elderly 
couple while they slept upstairs 


AN elderly couple’s 
home was broken 
into by a pair of 
burglars as they 
lay asleep in bed, it 
was stated at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Shortly before, the 
two men had failed to 
burgle a nearby pub. 

Ashley Blower (39) 
of Dyffryn Road, 
Caerau, Maesteg, and 
Damien Evans (31) of 
Victoria Street, Caerau, 
admitted burgling the 
couple’s home in 
Aberkenfig, stealing 
property and attempting 
to enter the Swan Inn, 
Aberkenfig. 

Blower was jailed for 
a total of 42 months, 
and Evans received 
three years and four 
months. 

Blower had been in 
breach of an eight- 
month suspended 
sentence. 

Prosecutor Ian 
Kolvin said the pair 
made a “determined 
effort” to break into the 


Swan Inn. 

“But they failed and 
turned their attention to 
the couple’s home.” 

They broke down a 
wooden door using 
considerable force. 

At the time, the 
occupiers were fast 
asleep. Mr Kolvin said 
they stole £150 in cash 
and two Post Office 
pension cards, and left 
without disturbing the 
couple. 

The pair were 
identified from CCTV 
footage. 

In a victim impact 
statement, the elderly 
man said they had been 
extremely upset and his 
wife had become 
nervous. The pair, he 
said, had caused 
damage of £1,105. 

He said the burglary 
was “beyond their 
comprehension”. 

Blower was said to 
have convictions for 55 
offences including 11 
burglaries, and Evans 
for 75 offences, 
including nine 
burglaries. 

David Sedgewick, for 
Blower, said: “They 


accept they were 
foolish. For some time, 
he has fought a drug 
addiction. He realises 
he will go to prison. He 
can’t explain why he 
was at the scene.” 

Robert Chudleigh, for 
Evans, said: “Since the 
age of 16, his life has 
been dominated by 


drugs. But he, too, 
cannot explain why they 
were there. He 
recognises his family 
will suffer by him 
losing his liberty.” 

Judge Eleri Rees 
said: “Clearly, this was 
planned. They had 
tools and a vehicle. 

“Two elderly people 


who were in their beds 
were shocked and 
distressed to find they 
had been burgled. It 
has affected their 
confidence and ability 
to sleep at night.” 

Blower’s vehicle and 
tools were ordered to be 
forfeited.

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FORTHCAWL AUTHOR PENS 
HIS FIRST MURDER MYSTERY 


PORTHCAWL 
author Anthony 
Hontoir has 

recently published 
his ninth book, a 
whodunit crime 
novel entitled The 
Tidal Road Mystery , 
which introduces a 
new amateur sleuth 
in the shape of 
Erwin Graham. 

Graham is a one-time 
Fleet Street crime 
reporter who 

succumbed to a nervous 
breakdown and became 
a tramp before seeking 
salvation in Totnes, 
Devon, where the well- 
known counter-culture 
of a strong artistic 
community brought out 
his talent for painting. 

Quite by chance, he 
becomes involved in a 
murder investigation in 
the fictitious Devon 
village of Watersford 
(based on Aveton 
Gifford) where he is 
now living in a 
dilapidated bungalow 
with Belle, his gipsy 
partner. 

The book marks a 
dramatic change of 
direction for Anthony 
Hontoir, who is better 
known in his home 
town of Porthcawl as 
the producer of a series 
of local history films, 
which he has been 
making for the past two 


decades. He said: “As a 
matter of fact, I started 
out in writing, 
beginning with short 
stories when I was eight 
years old, and I wrote 
my first book when I 
was 10. 

“It was an adventure 
story meant for children 
of my own age, and I 
sent it to the publishers, 
William Collins, but it 
was returned, perhaps 
not surprisingly. 

“However, I was 
determined not to be 
put off, and wrote 
several more in the 
years that followed, but 
they kept coming back 
with very polite but 
encouraging rejection 
letters”. 

“By my late teens, it 
culminated in the 
writing of Free and 
Easy, a novel set in a 
1970s comprehensive 
school, which proved 
equally unsuccessful at 
the time, so my thoughts 
turned to becoming 
either a cameraman or a 
journalist. 

“The latter won the 
day, and for the next 
nine years I was a 
freelance journalist 
specialising in DIY 
woodwork, which led to 
the writing of seven 
woodwork books. 

“After this episode in 
my career, I set up my 
own film company, 
‘Downwood Film

Productions’, and ever 
since the late 1980s, I 
have been making 
films”. 

He revisited Free and 
Easy, reworked it and it 
was published in 2008. 
This led Mr Hontoir to 
consider a return to 
writing rather than 
operating a movie 
camera. 

He continued: “At 
the moment I am doing 
both, and film-making 
still forms a big part of 
my life, but two years 
ago my family and I had 
a week’s holiday in 
Devon, staying in a 


small cottage in Aveton 
Gifford, and I became 
fascinated with its tidal 
road. 

“The plot formed in 
my mind, and I wrote 
most of it on my return 
home, although I got a 
bit stuck on the ending 
and only completed it in 
May of this year. The 
ebook version was 
published on Amazon at 
the end of June, and the 
paperback came out in 
September.” 

The Tidal Road 
Mystery is intended to

S INCE my last

The current gap 
between those with and 
without disabilities in 
employment is vast. At 
present only 46 per cent 
of disabled people are 
in employment 
compared to 81 per 
cent of those without. 

Since returning to 
Parliament, one of the 
many things we’ve 
been discussing has 
been the boundary 
review. I’m not quite 
sure where to start. 

The UK Government 
have decided to reduce 
the number of MPs, 
while, increasing the 
number of unelected 
Lords, which seems 
completely alien to me. 

The Prime Minister 
claims, as did David 
Cameron, that they 
wanted to reduce the 
cost of democracy, yet 
the cost saving doesn’t 
exist. 

The amount of 
money spent on the 
new Lords (£34 million 
per year) is more than 
that of the reduction of 
MPs (which would be a 
saving of £12 million). 

The money issue 
aside, this isn’t the 
most worrying part of 
the proposal. The 
changes are based on 
an electoral register that 
is missing two million 
voters due to the 
changes brought in to 
the electoral 
registration system by 
the previous 
Conservative and 
Liberal Democrat 
Coalition Government. 

How on earth can we 
have a system based on 
equalling the level of 
constituents per seat, to 
then not count two 
million people? A 
further point must be 
that reducing the 
amount of 

democratically elected 
representatives while 
increasing those who 
are accountable to no- 
one is hardly 
democratic, and indeed, 
I would argue flies in 
the face of democracy. 


I’ve recently spoken 
in the chamber about 
scamming. Scamming 
in the UK has an 
average financial 
detriment per person of 
more than £1,000, but 
some victims have been 
forced to re-mortgage 
or even sell their homes 
to cover the cost. 

I would like to draw 
attention to the issue in 
Wales. From April 2015 
to May 2016,8,774 
instances of fraud were 
reported in Wales, but it 
is estimated that only 
five per cent of 
scamming victims 
report being scammed 
to authorities, so the 
reality is far worse. 

I would like briefly 
to highlight one scam 
that a number of 
constituents have 
raised: Residents have 
been targeted with an 
automated voicemail 
message claiming to be 
from Her Majesty’s 
Revenue and Customs 
and warning of an 
impending lawsuit. 

After being asked to 
press 1, to speak to a 
caseworker, a person 
then asks for certain 
personal details such as 
national insurance 
numbers, which are 
then used to commit 
fraud. 

Claiming to be from 
HMRC is a common 
tactic used by criminals 
and, unfortunately, it is 
often successful. I have 
had constituents 
contacting my office in 
tears, ashamed to have 
been caught out and 
unclear as to where to 
go to report what has 
happened to them. 

My advice to 
constituents is very 
clear: the HMRC do 
not contact you by 
telephone unless you 
ask them to. If you’re 
in any doubt, always 
ask them to write to 
you with information. 

I have also been 
pleased to join and 
support the competition 
for Kellogg’s Breakfast 
Club. Numerous studies 
show that breakfast is 
the most important 
meal when growing up 
(and indeed when 
grown up!) and I’m 
pleased Kellogg’s are 
promoting clubs and 
rewarding the clubs. 

I’ve written to all 
primary schools in the 
area to join the 
competition, which 
celebrates the teachers 
and parents who run the 
clubs.

THE fire at the South Wales Wood Recycling 
centre near Heol-y-Cyw is causing a great deal of 
concern among residents, who feel under-informed 
about such an incident on their doorstep, and what 
the authorities are doing to tackle the situation. 

As the secretary of the Heol-y-Cyw Workingmen’s Club and 
a Pencoed town councillor, I have written to both Natural 
Resources Wales, the lead body investigating the cause of the 
fire, and Bridgend County Borough Council (BCBC) to express 
my concerns on behalf of residents in Heol-y-Cyw and Pencoed 
and to request an urgent update. 

V Even before the fire, residents were concerned about the 


number, frequency and speed of the lorries travelling through 
the village and are now apprehensive about the potential for the 
fire to spread and the environmental and health effects of the 
fumes and wood dust which are engulfing the villages. 

As this is the third fire experienced by South Wales Wood 
Recycling in the last 12 months, I will now be campaigning for 
the relocation of the plant away from the village of Heol-y-Cyw 
and for more robust health and environmental safeguards to be 
put in place in relation to this industry. 

Finally, I would like to convey my thanks to South Wales Fire 
and Rescue Service for their ongoing work in tackling the blaze 
and in investigating the cause of the fire.

The invasive species 
that preys on honey 
bees was spotted in 
Gloucestershire earlier 
this week and attempts 
are under way to find 
and destroy its nests.

The British Pest 
Control Association 
(BPCA) says confirmed 
sightings in both the 
Channel Islands and 
now mainland Britain 
mean that many more 
are likely to be found 
and the national trade 
body are calling on 
people who discover 
them to act responsibly. 

The hornet, said to 
pose a very real threat 
to native species of 
bees, is already 
common across Europe 
and officials 

anticipating its arrival in 
this country for several 
years have set up a 
protocol designed to 
eradicate them. 

Simon Forrester, 
chief executive of the 
BPCA, said: 
“Professional pest 
controllers have been 
aware of the threat 
posed by Asian hornets, 
alongside other invasive 
species, for some time. 

“The BPCA and its 
members form the first 
alert to these threats and 
are often called in to 
deal with such pests. 

“The first sighting 
will almost certainly not 
be the last, but if people 


report them sensibly 
then major problems 
can be avoided. 

“Our members will 
do everything they can 
to maintain the health of 
our honey bee 
population and can be 
called upon to deal 
sensitively with any 
situation that arises.” 

The Department for 
Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs (DEFRA) 
has set up a three-mile 
surveillance zone and a 
‘species alert’ has been 
issued. 

Nicola Spence, 
Defra’s deputy director 
for plant and bee health, 
said: “We have been 
anticipating the arrival 
of the Asian hornet for 
some years and have a 
well-established 
protocol in place to 
eradicate them and 
control any potential 
spread. 

“It’s important to 
remember they pose no 
greater risk to human 
health than a bee, 
though we recognise the 
damage they can cause 
to honeybee colonies. 
That’s why we are 
taking swift and robust 
action to identify and 


destroy any nests.” 

The distinctive 
hornet, smaller than the 
native species, is most 
likely to be found in 
southern parts of 
England, but could also 
be accidentally 
imported among goods 
such as soil with pot 
plants, cut flowers, fruit 
and timber. 

Its active months are 
between April and 
November, though it is 
inactive over winter.

The Magnificent Seven remake 
is pretty, well... MAGNIFICENT! 


O NE of the 
more 
infamous 

pub quiz questions 
is - name all of the 
Magnificent Seven ; 
well, that question 
will take on a new 
meaning as John 
Sturges’ classic 
Western receives 
the almost de-rigeur 
21st century 
update. 

Keeping the same title 
and the same plot, this 
Magnificent Seven sees a 
town come under threat 
from Peter Sarsgaard’s 
wonderfully monikered 
Bartholomew Bogue, 
with his plan to 
industrialise the town - 
and no-one dare get in 
his way. 

Desperate, Emma 
Cullen (Haley Bennett) 
travels to recruit seven 
loosely-moraled hired 
guns (led by Denzel 
Washington, with Chris 
Pratt, Ethan Hawke, 
Vincent D’Onorofio, 
Byung-hun Lee, Martin 
Sensmeier and Manuel 
Garcia-Rulfo) to defend 
their town from Bogue 
and his own mercenary 
unit... 

Remaking a film these 
days is par-for-the- 
course; remaking a 
classic film is a whole 
new ball game. As those 
behind Ghostbusters 
discovered earlier this 


year, mess with a 
beloved property and 
prepare yourself for the 
criticisms and hate 
before the films has even 
been shown. 

While Antoine 
Fuqua’s decision to 
update The Magnificent 
Seven may not have 
drawn the same bile Paul 
Feig’s Ghostbusters 
reboot/remake attracted, 
there are probably more 
than a few that would 
wonder what (other than 
name value) a retelling 
of the original could 
achieve. 

The answer is a 
blockbuster movie that is 
almost slavish in its 
adherence to the Western 
genre and, in many 
ways, to the original, yet 
is vibrant and enjoyable 
enough to stand on its 
own two feet. It carries 
no pretensions or 
delusions to be anything 
other than what you 
would expect from a 
remake of John Sturges’ 
original, and on that 
count succeeds with 
aplomb. 

Fuqua burst on the 
scene with an explosion 
of tightly-wound fury in 
Training Day (starring, 
presciently enough, two 
of the seven in Denzel 
Washington and Ethan 
Hawke), but since then 
has been patchy, falling 
into generic action 
flicks. However, his 
work here is impressive, 


the climactic shootout in 
particular (which 
occupies a large chunk 
of screentime) 
wonderfully realised and 
balancing the need for 
action with servicing the 
story. 

That the film is 132 
minutes (and much of 
that is assembling the 
renegade titular group) 
Fuqua does a great job 
of allowing the story to 
develop at a slow, but 
never dull, place. While 
some characters are 
given greater emphasis 
than others, Fuqua 
allows the story to 
develop before 
culminating in a 
shootout that is both 
gritty and dramatic. 

He doesn’t try to 
move the film away 
from its genre roots 
either; the conventions 
of the Western (strangers 
being eyed up as they 
walk into town, 
buildings being burned, 
religion and violence 
melding into one) are all 
wilfully obeyed which, 
if you are a fan of the 
genre, makes for 
entertaining viewing. 

Of course, it helps 
that he’s assembled a 
strong cast to fill out his 
magnificent septet - 
Denzel Washington does 
righteous nobility in the 
face of adversity better 
than anyone, while Chris 
Pratt’s rugged charisma 
gets another run-out 


here. 

While these are the 
starrier of the seven, the 
more intriguing 
performances come from 
Ethan Hawke, whose 
character is hiding a 
secret, and Vincent 
D'Onorofio’s 
frontiersman who is a 
man out of time. The 
script only hints at what 
lies beneath their 
characters, but the 
quality of their turns 
enhances the flimsiest of 
characterisation. 

That’s the biggest 
fault with the film as 
whole, that the 
characters are as flimsy 
as the sets you would 
find in the spaghetti 
westerns of the 1970s. 

Some have more 
depth to them than 
others, but this all too 
often feels like an 
afterthought, and cliches 
abound with many of 
them (the weak town 
sheriff, the plucky but 
inept townsfolk) while 
Haley Bennett’s Emma 
may be gun-toting, but 
her character doesn’t 
really linger. 

That aside, there’s 
much to enjoy about The 
Magnificent Seven - it 
doesn’t try to reinvent 
the wheel, nor does it 
offer anything 
fundamentally different 
to the original, but with 
a charming cast and a 
degree of energy, it’s a 
pretty magnificent slice

Vale Explorer Scouts gain awards 


FOLLOWING a call by Plaid 
Cymru for more funding to 
ensure more teachers and 
assistants can use Welsh in the 
classroom, Welsh Conservative

She added: “By including small 
bits of Welsh into everyday life, we 
can help grow the language from a 
grassroots level so that our pupils 
walk out of the school gates and into 
communities where they can use both 
their languages. 

“This must be at the heart of our 
nation’s Welsh language strategy.”

McDonalds plan 
splits Cowbridge 


MCDONALDS, the 
fast food chain, is 
considering opening 
a branch in 
Cowbridge. 

Residents and readers 
may recall the furore 
sparked when John 
Lewis Partnership 
announced its plans some 
years ago to open a 
Waitrose supermarket in 
the town. 

In the interests of local 
involvement, The GEM’s 
Andy Johnstone took an 
early-morning stroll 
along Cowbridge High 
Street to canvass 
opinions of people on the 
Bont Faen brekker run. 

“Sarah”, 22, from 
Llandow, who works for 
a competing high-street 
brand, and therefore did 
not want to be identified, 
welcomed the idea: “It 
would be lush to have a 
McDonalds here. Not 
everyone wants to or has 
time to sit down and take 
ages over their breakfast 
or dinner. 

“I hope it’s a drive- 
through,” she added. 

Tom Morgan, a 25- 
year-old shopfitter from 
Merthyr Tydfil, also 
welcomed the news, but 
said: “I personally like 
Burger King more than 
McDonalds, but anything 
different is going to be 
good.” 

David, 15, who was on 
his way to school, but 
had bought a bacon roll 
from a well-known high- 
street bakery, was 
another in favour of the 
plan. 

“I have breakfast at 
home most days, but I 
like a McMuffin 
sometimes. I like bacon 
rolls, too, but there’s 
nowhere for young 
people to get together in 
Cowbridge, so I think it 
would be a good thing.” 

So much for those in

favour, who all were on 
the right side of 30. 

Another three people 
asked about the proposal, 
and older than 30, had 
conflicting views. 

Their concerns fell 
into five categories: 
noise, traffic, litter, 
’clone towns’ and ‘not 
right for Cowbridge’. 

Joyce Lloyd expressed 
dismay at the proposal. 

“It’s a terrible idea. It’s 
bad enough with the 
traffic as it is. With a 
McDonalds - I’ve never 
been in one - there will 
be cars parked willy-nilly 
blocking disabled spaces 
and bus stops. 

“Yes, Cowbridge has 
high-street chains, but 
they are all quite low- 
key. McDonalds will 
stand out like a garish 
sore thumb.” 

Describing himself as 
“not a nimbyist”, Mike 
Porter said: “What’s that 
phrase? ‘Build it and 
they will come’? Open a 
McDonalds and it will be 
the end of Cowbridge 
High Street. It will be too 
noisy, too busy and 
totally out of keeping for 
the town. 

“There is enough litter 
anyway, despite what the 
street cleaners do, but I 
don’t see them donning 
waders and fishing the 
rubbish from a 
McDonalds out of the 
river. 

“There will be queues 
of schoolchildren in the 
morning and at 
lunchtime, spilling out of 
the place and it will make 
Cowbridge look like 
every other high street in 
the country.” 

Helen Moore, who 
opposed Waitrose, but, 
sheepishly, said: “I now 
shop there,” had thoughts

on the burger bar. 

“I suppose 

[McDonalds] will be 
approved. There will be 
voices calling it a 
‘progressive’ step for 
Cowbridge, and I 
suppose it will bring a 
few more jobs to the 
town, but at what cost? 

“There is a reasonable 
mix of independents and 
high-street brands here at 
the moment, and many 
have added to the town, 
but a McDonalds? No; 
it’s just not right for 
Cowbridge.” 

A spokesperson for 
McDonald’s told The 
GEM: “We are always 
looking for new sites and 
can confirm that Wales is 
an area where we would 
like to continue to invest, 
open new restaurants and 
create jobs. 

“We are looking at 
several potential 

opportunities across 
Wales, but currently have 
no confirmed plans.”

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Pencoed maintain 
their good start 
with a victory 


PENCOED maintained the 
good start to their Division 2 
West Central campaign with 
this 37-23 victory over Maesteg 
Celtic at the Recreation 
Ground. 

The home side took the lead in the 
fifth minute, outside half Adam 
Williams slotting a 30 metre penalty 
goal. Home flanker Ben Harries then 
did well to check a blindside raid from 
the visitors with a fine tackle. 

Home indiscipline cost them 10 
metres and fly half Matthew Harris 
levelled matters with a penalty goal 
after 12 minutes. Pencoed then took 
the lead, retaining the ball through 
several phases in the visitors’ 22 
moving the ball from right to left and 
wing David Young did extremely well 
to squeeze in at the comer flag. 

Harris added a second penalty to 
reduce the deficit before Pencoed got 
their second try from the restart, wing 
Ryan Russell fielding the ball near his 
own 22 before setting off on a mazy 
mn through the Celtic ranks to veer 
around the final defender for a superb 
try. 

Play now became to and fro and 
home hooker Tom Drew did well to 
clean up a loose Pencoed lineout and 
as the interval approached Celtic 
pressed the home side maintaining 
possession through the phases. 

The Pencoed defence held firm 
however and somewhat against the 
previous passage of play increased 
their lead with the final kick of the 
half, Williams rewarding his side on 
top of their defensive efforts with a 
finely judged 45 metre penalty goal 
into the wind and Pencoed led 16-6 at 


the interval. 

Within a minute of the restart Harris 
kicked his third penalty goal, but soon 
after Russell got his second try, 
latching on to a loose kick to race away 
from 45 metres, again veering away 
from the last defender for a fine try, 
Williams converted and Pencoed led 
23-9. 

Pencoed should have got another, 
forwards and backs combining well 
only to lose possession metres out. The 
home side were not to be denied 
however, the backs moving the ball in 
the visitors’ 22 and centre Rhys 
Thomas straightened onto the pass to 
score at the posts, Williams adding the 
extras.

Station is a major 
employer in the Vale. 
This ruling will 
obviously be of deep 
concern to them, as they 
will understandably want 
certainty and to know 
where things stand. 

“I have therefore 
contacted RWE energy 
to ask for the situation to 
be clarified, and I am 
looking forward to 
meeting station manager 
Richard Little - where I 
will raise these 
concerns.” 

Keith Stockdale of 
Barry & Vale Friends of 
the Earth welcomed the 
judgement. 

“We’re pleased that 
RWE’s special 
permission for high 
pollution from Aberthaw 
since 2008 has now been 
judged illegal. We see 
the yellow peril 
stretching over the 
Severn.” 

INVESTMENT 

A spokeswoman for 
RWE said it was 
disappointed by the 
European Court of 
Justice’s ruling. 

“The decision rules 
against the UK 
Government’s 
application and 
interpretation of one 
specific provision of the 
relevant environmental 
directive - the ‘Large 
Combustion Plant 
Directive’. 

“Environmental 
protection is of the 
utmost priority to RWE 
Generation and 
Aberthaw remains fully 
compliant with all 
permits that control 
emissions from the site 
and associated 
requirements for 
monitoring and 
reporting. 

“We will work with 
the UK and Welsh 
Governments and 
Natural Resources Wales 
to accommodate the 
changes to the way the 
station is regulated as a 
result of the EU ruling 
which will enforce an 
alternative interpretation 
of the legislation. 

“The investment 
planned for the station is 
unaffected by this ruling. 

“Aberthaw Power 


Station is specifically 
designed to burn Welsh 
coal and over the years 
at least 60 per cent of its 
annual fuel diet has been 
from local suppliers.” 

She stressed that there 
had been a huge 
investment in ensuring 
the power station 
reduced any adverse 
effect on the 
environment. 

“The company has 
invested hundreds of 
millions of pounds in 
different technologies to 
reduce the station’s 
environmental impact; 
these investments 
include the installation 
of flue gas 
desulphurisation to 
reduce S02 emissions, 
equipment to allow 
biomass combustion and 
the re-engineering of the 
station’s steam turbines 
to improve significantly 
the plant’s operational 
efficiency. 

“To improve the 
station’s nitrogen oxide 
performance new boiler 
technology has recently 
been fitted to one of its 
units and this has 
significantly reduced 
emissions. 

“The station is also 
committed to modifying 
the plant to enable it to 
accept a more diverse 
range of international 
coal, which will further 
reduce emissions.” 
WELSH COAL 

Supplies of Welsh 
coal to the site will be 
affected. 

Richard Little, the 
station manager 
commented: 
’’Compliance with this 
ruling, under continuing 
difficult market 
conditions for coal 
generation, will have a 
wider cost. 

“It is with regret that 
it will mean our ability 
to use large amounts of 
Welsh coal is reduced 
somewhat earlier than 
might otherwise have 
been necessary. 

“Despite this we 
believe that with plant 
efficiencies, 
modifications, and 
changes to our operating 
regime, the station can 
continue to support 
security of supply into
